The  amount  of  unpaid  teachers'  wages  shown  above  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  because  of  the  necessary  closing  of  schools  on 
account  of  the  epidemic  the  winter  term  was  unfinished  at  the 
time  the  town  books  were  closed.  The  payment  of  these  wages 
will  leave  an  unexpended  balance  of  $122.75,  as  shown. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  schools  has  been 
good.  The  interest  of  teachers  and  pupils  has  been  commend- 
able. In  order  that  teachers  may  have  a  definite  basis  upon 
which  to  plan  their  work,  a  course  of  study  has  been  arranged 


and  a  start  made  toward  grading-  the  school  work.  Altho  the 
accomplishment  of  this  work  has  been  handicapped  by  the 
necessary  closing  of  schools  and  the  irregular  attendance  due 
to  the  epidemic,  nevertheless  good  progress  has  been  made  and 
we  feel  confident  that  the  plan,  when  perfected,  will  result  in 
increased  efficiency  in  our  schools. 

There  has  been  during  the  year  a  demand  for  higher  wages 
for  teachers  thruout  the  country.  And  this  demand  is  surely 
a  just  one  for  there  is  no  class  that  receives  as  meagre  financial 
reward  for  the  important  work  it  does  as  the  teachers.  As 
nearly  all  communities  have  met  this  demand,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  us  to  meet  it  also,  if  we  are  to  compete  with  other 
towns  in  securing-  and  retaining  competent  teachers. 

School  supplies,  like  other  commodities,  have  advanced  in 
price.  Consequently  the  appropriation  for  supplies  proved  in- 
adequate and  we  regret  that  an  overdraft  was  necessary  to 
supply  the  immediate  needs  of  the  schools.  At  present  we  are 
well  supplied  with  basal  texts  but  there  is  great  need  of  sup- 
plementary reading  material  for  all  grades,  supplementary 
texts  for  work  in  geography,  history,  etc.,  maps  and  globes, 
and  seat  work  for  beginners.  This  material  is  absolutely  es- 
sential if  the  best  results  are  to  be  secured  in  our  schools  and  I 
recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  supplies  be  at  least  two 
hundred  dollars. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  voters  to  the. rather  dis- 
satisfactory arrangement  at  the  village  building.  The  neces- 
sary stating  of  high  school  pupils  in  the  grammar  schoolroom 
is  to  be  deplored.  The  maintenance  of  discipline,  falling  upon 
the  grammar  school  teacher,  requires  the  expenditure  of  time 
and  effort  that  could  be  more  profitably  devoted  to  grammar 
school  work.  The  necessarily  frequent  passing  of  classes  to 
and  from  the  high  schoolroom,  however  quietly  accomplished, 
causes  a  disturbance  and  detracts  the  attention  of  pupils  from 
their  work.  Proper  results  from  grammar  and  high  school 
work  cannot  be  secured  until  this  condition  is  remedied  by  the 
addition  of  a  room  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  the  high 
school  pupils.  I  earnestly  urge  that  the  voters  give  this  matter 
their  serious  consideration. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  to  the  Superintending 
School  Committee  and  to  other  friends  my  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  assistance  rendered  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.
